Mic: Berg assures me that my tape- 
recorder will be fine, he praises 
each question as it leaves my mouth, and 
he offers me a beer in a shy, concerned 
way. His sneakers twitch under the table, 
his fingernails are painted dark 
burgundy. His hands cross and re-cross 
each other on his stomach, and when 
they are not on 
his stomach, they 
tap nervously on 
the table-top. His 
rabbit-eyes peer 
out of his round 


glasses, and he 
says in a light, shy 
voice, “If your 


Mom told you 
when you were a 
kid that you could 
have a job where 
you could have all

There’ really 
was no. other 


choice for Moe 
Berg. He started 
playing in the 
punk scene in 
Edmonton back in 
the ‘70s. In 1985, 
at the same time 
Bryan Adams, 
Loverboy, Corey 
Hart and other 
domestic 


mainstream acts were dominating the 


music stream in Canada, Berg moved to 


Toronto and formed The Pursuit of 


Happiness. This was a critical time in the 
Canadian music scene: successful acts 
were cloning themselves after popular US 
and European examples. But bands like 
TPOH, The Parachute club, Blue Rodeo, 
Jane Siberry and The Cowboy Junkies, 
were determined to define themselves 
singlehandedly. The result was the 
creation of a Canadian alternative scene. 


As sole songwriter of the five-member 


band, Berg plays guitar and lead vocals. 
Dave Gilby is on drums, Kris Abbott is on

guitar and vocals, Brad Barker is on bass, 
and Rachel Oldfield does background 
vocals. Berg holds all creative control and 
musical direction of TPOH (though he 
says he has no control over anything in 
the touring van). The Pursuit of 


Happiness has been through many 
changes, record labels and background 
singers. 


WITH MOE 


_.In ‘87 Billboard Magazine charted the 


band as the Next Big Thing. In 1989, their 


debut album, Love Junk sold 240,000 
copies in North America alone. Their next 
album One-sided Story sold half that. In a 
vain attempt to break through to the U.S 
markets they signed to the U.S label, 
Mercury records. The results were dismal: 
they were unhappy and lacked creative 
control, and the record sales proved it. 
TPOH came back to their alternative 
roots, signing to the Toronto indie label, 
Iron Music. “We were offered an 
environment that was as creative as we 
want, the pressure of being a product 
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wasn’t there, and [Iron Music] are fans,” 
says Berg. 
You can cruise the TPOH web-site and 


see pictures of Moe Berg hobnobbing 


with the likes of Axl Rose. They have a 
cult status in Canada and fanbases all 
over the world, especially Australia. They 
have been nominated for a Juno in past 
years but as of yet, have never received 
one. TPOH have been big, and then not 
so big. When told their Victoria venue, 
Vertigo, had a sold-out crowd the night 
before for The Matthew Good Band, Moe 
smiles a little and says “Don’t expect that 
tonight.” 

And he was right. The majority of the 
crowd gathered at Vertigo were 
noticeably in their late 20's, fans that 
remembered the Queen St. TPOH and

It was a good 
crowd, and an enthusiastic one, but the 
bar wasn’t swelling with people. TPOH 
took to the stage—happily. “It's a hard 
job being on a road crew tarring roads. 
It’s a hard job working in sewers. Playing 
in a band is not a hard job,” says Berg. 
“Some bands complain about what a 
drag it is to be in a band, but those 
people are just assholes. If you’re in it, it’s 
because you always wanted to be. It was 
your dream. You should be so happy that 
you get to do it.” 

TPOH’s new album, The Wonderful 
World of the Pursuit of Happiness, deals 
with the most over-used topic of pop 
music and Moe Berg's favourite 
obsession: love. "[The album] is an 
exploration of romance,” he says. Berg 
has approached the songwriting in this 
album backwards from his usual style. 
“Before, melancholy kind of lent itself to 
inspiration, but this time | only wrote 
songs when something good happened.” 


He sort of shrugs, and admits that the 


songwriting took a little more time than 
usual. He admits that he has never been 
what you would call a happy guy. “That's 
a very irrational idea that | probably 
have, that if | become too well adjusted 
then | won't be able to write any more. |

don't think | have been a very happy 
person for a very long time.” 
The structure of Wonderful World... 


mimics the self-critical, post-modern love 


relationship of the 90's. The thirteen 
songs progress through the CD with 
virtually no stops, rebelling against the 
CD technology bent on indexes. 

"| guess it was kind of bossy of me,” 
Berg admits, “but it would have been 
jarring. It makes more sense as one long 
song.” The album starts off up-beat and 
happy, with a lot of poppy refrains and 
catchy hooks. About three-quarters of 
the way through, it all goes to hell. 

“After the infatuation and romance 
has worn off, you find yourself in the 
situation of seeing a person for who they 
really are. You're either going to love 

that person or 
you’re going to 


move on. In this

Moe 
admits a certain

far as the happy- 
go lucky tunes 
will allow. In 
person, he emits a 
vulnerability far 
different. “In a 
general sort of 
way | am afraid of 
everything. I’m kind of like Charlie 
Brown,” he says. “I regret things on a 
daily basis. Oh why did | have this meal? - 
What am |! doing in this bar? 
Professionally I’m just a slave to my muse, 
so | really don’t regret_anything in that 
sense, but in general—always.” 

Berg refuses to check up on record 
sales because he says, “It’s so hard to 
know how it effects you.” It’s also hard to 
figure out how the small number of 
people in Vertigo effects Berg. On stage 
TPOH has just finished one encore and a 
chant rises from the floor. “Moe! Moe! 
Moe!” and the band comes back on 
stage, beaming. 

“She's a Devil” is enjoying heavy 
rotation on MuchMusic. Victoria is the 
beginning to an open-ended cross- 
Canada tour. “Once we start touring we 
don’t really stop until no-one wants to 
see us anymore,” Berg says. He also has 
plans for a solo project. As for The Pursuit 
of Happiness, Moe says, “Sometimes 
you're so intent on looking for something 
you'll never have. If you stop and calm 
down, you might just realize you are 
content. I’m trying. | don’t want to be 
another bitter person. And hey, it’s all 
the pop you can drink, snacks too.” A

he University of Victoria campus will be transformed 


Zimbabwean Music Festival takes over the Student 
Union Building. Organizers plan on bringing people 
together with workshops, lectures, feasts, and a market. 
But the most important aspect of the festival is, of 
course, the music. | 

This is the first time Victoria has hosted such an 
event. Previous festivals have been held around the 
_ Pacific Northwest. The first one was in Seattle in 1991, 
_ to commemorate Zimbabwean Independence Day. Since 
then, festivals have been held in Portland and Eugene, 
and interest in the festival has grown each year. Over 
300 people attended workshops the last festival in 
Seattle, and 600 attended concerts. 

“Il see the festival serving two purposes,” said 
Michelle Buck, one of the organizers. “To introduce 
people to all the things Shona music from Zimbabwe 
has to offer, and to bring together the people who 
already play the music. Our community is so spread out 
that we look forward to gathering at least once a year.” 

Zimbabwean music has had a strong following in the 
Pacific Northwest for almost thirty years. Dr. Dumisani 
Maraire is credited with. bringing the music to North 
America and is known as “the father of Shona music in 
_ the Pacific Northwest.” He has returned to Africa, 
where he teaches at the University of Zimbabwe, but he 
will be making an appearance at the festival. 

Almost thirty marimba/mbira, dance and electric 
_ guitar groups from Zimbabwe, Canada and the United 
: States, including Victoria’s own Marimba Muzuva, are

There will be concerts at night 
and free outdoor performances during the day. The 
workshops are participation-oriented and will feature 
lessons in mbira, marimba, chipendani, drumming, 
dancing, storytelling, and instrument building. Saturday 
will feature drop-in workshops, a twelve hour pungwe, 
and adjudication sessions which provide an opportunity 
for bands to spend one-on-one time with a teacher. 

The teachers presenting the workshops and lectures 
are knowledgeable in Shona music and Zimbabwean 


_ culture. The majority of the teachers are North 


American, but Benita Tarupiwa, Sydney Maratu and 
Bajabulile Zikalala-Ndlovu, as well as Dr. Maraire, are 
making the trip from Zimbabwe. 
The personal instruction from trained musicians is a 
important and valuable aspect of the festival. The music 
is traditionally orally transmitted and passed down from 
generation to generation; this is one of the reasons why 
Shona music has such a strong community. Not only is 
the music danceable and moving, it's accessible by non- 
musicians and people are encouraged to participate in 


any way. 


“We're trying to keep the focus on music from 
Zimbabwe,” said Buck, who recently moved here from 
Nelson and has been playing with marimba band Neck 
of the Woods for three and a half years. “We've been 
encouraged to include music from all over Africa, but 
that would just be too much.” 

Shona music is characterized by call-and-response, 
interlocking melodies, patterns played by the hosho 
(shaker), and buzzing sounds produced by loosely fitted 
pieces of metal or shell attached to the instruments. The 
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storytelling to celebrate 


he eritage of 
Zimbabwe's Shona people. Vibrant 


is indigenous to Zimbabwe and was widely used before : 
Africa was colonized. The marimba, a wooden | 
xylophone, is also highly present in Shona music. 


Festival organizers are looking forward to carrying 
on the festival tradition and keeping Zimbabwean 
music and culture alive in the Pacific Northwest. 

“This is the first time something like this has 
happened in Victoria,” said Buck. “It seems like people 
are getting really excited.”

Space Monkey: As a dj and a promoter from the east coast, now that 
you've thrown your first event in Victoria (“Premonition,” on April 12), 
what would you say are some of the differences between the east coast 
and here? : 


: DAVE: Coming from Toronto, which is the business capital of the country, I have had this 
___ intensely capitalistic framework for doing things imposed on me. I’m totally not into it at all, but 
_ ___ it’s something that becomes a rigid part of my consciousness whether I like it or not... it exists

DAVE: It was a matter of convenience; Victoria is in proximity to both Vancouver and Seattle- a 
ferry ride away-so I figured I'd live in a healthier environment that would still be accessible to the 
promoters in the “big” cities. 


Since I’ve been out here, though, I’ve had absolutely no interest in the “big” cities at all. Victoria 
is booming. | find that Victoria is actually a big city, but since there’s not a highly organized 
criminal element in Victoria, the scene is developing naturally... based in music, based in people...

I want to help define a sound that is Victoria, and my emphasis will stray away from rave culture if 
the sound of Victoria’s consciousness community lies within another artistic domain. “Rave” is 
pretty much a dead word anyway. I am “rave” in the purist sense of the word in that what I do is 
pretty much indefinable, but now that “rave” is a style of music and a style of fashion, it’s time to 
depart and push the envelope further. I think the youth population in Victoria provides fertile 
ground to see this type of thing happen as it hasn’t allowed itself to become too defined as of yet... 
it’s a healthy mix of hippie-punk-raver, but most elude any of these definitions.

These ideas are solely my intentions. I can’t do much more than run them by people and say 
“Hey,are you interested in checking this out?” It’s up to the people themselves to make it 
happen.... my motto has hence become “you know its a party when the hosts are the guests.” This 
isn’t realized when | slip into pure hedonism at an event — it’s realized when every individual 
finds his/her artistic purpose within the scene, and it blossoms when all the individuals link up in 
a way that doesn’t obstruct anyone’s path... many have realized this “cosmic dance” but few choose 
to make it tangibly manifest in this physical plane. 


My function is to make my vision manifest, and hope that through leading by example, others will 
do the same. It’s not a point of seeking to attain the enlightenment that others manifested, but to 
seek what they sought. It’s standing at the hazy edge into the void of chaos... anything can 
happen... it’s your will that makes it so.

hen Dar Williams took the stage at Vertigo on 

February 12th, for the first time in Victorja, this 
graduate of the Boston folk scene immediately grabbed 
our attention by jumping into a song about therapy. 
Then, setting a precedent for the witty banter we would 
enjoy all evening, she introduced “The Babysitter’s Here” 
from her first aloum, The Honesty Room. The self- 
produced album sold almost 5,000 copies on the 
coffeehouse circuit before it was picked up and re- 
released, with two more songs, on the Razor & Tie label 
in ‘95. Her ‘96 release, Mortal City, has been a favourite 
on CFUV’s morning folk shows and earned its place on 
our list of the Best Folk CDs of 1996. 

| had a chance to interview this funky folkie who has 
been compared to Joni Mitchell in her early years. When 
asked about her trilogy of Traveling songs, Dar Williams 
explains, “It’s really taken its full circle. “Traveling |” is 
saying ‘I'm pushing myself away from a really bad 
situation, romantically.’ And “Traveling II” is struggling 
with my loneliness and the fact that | have separated 
myself to pursue my job and my life, and myself. Then 
“Traveling Ill” is ‘O.K., now I’m just being, like, shy and 
lonely and I’m totally smitten with you and I’m finally 
going to take a risk of putting down my work a little bit 
and falling in love.’ That, to me, is a very complete 
trilogy.”

In fact, Dar herself said 
that “As Cool As | Am” made more sense to her after a 
conversation with Utah Phillips on all things radical, 
including the treatment of women. “I hate it when I’m 
treated like a natural resource!” she exclaimed. 

The crowd was ecstatic when Dar went into “The 
Christians and the Pagans,” and song which explores the 
gap between two very different beliefs with sensitivity 
and humour.

They did record some songs, all written 


by the group's leader Sean Bonniwell. 


Internal pressures tore up the band and 
Bonniwell formed a second group. This disc 
contains songs from both the original 
Machine and The Music Machine’s second 
incarnation. “Absolutely Positively” (This 
song should have been a single), “Double 
Yellow Line,” “Bottom of the Soul,” and 
"The Eagle never hunts the Fly” represent 
some of the best ‘punk’ to come out of the 
mid-sixties.

Gone was the 
Buddy Holly influenced Chad Allen sound, 
and in was the Eric Burden influenced 
Burton Cummings sound. Randy Bachman 
wrote “Clock on the Wall,” the first hit for 
The Guess Who? which peaked at #16 on 
the Canadian RPM chart during the summer 
of ‘66. For years, this record has been a kind 
of Holy Grail for collectors of Canadian 
garage-punk and it’s now available on CD 
for a new generation in need of touching 
up their punk-wheatfield soul roots. You 
can dig this CD on Garage Grooves, 
Saturdays at midnight.

G raceland is no doubt past it’s prime as a Vancouver scenespot, but with the demise 
of the Commodore, the mid-size acts play there now and then. | arrived just in 
time to see the opening act, Headswim, take the stage. Horrible sound, forgettable 
songs, and rampant audience apathy made for an underwhelming performance. The 
less said the better. 

Kula Shaker is, of course, not as famous here as they are in the UK, but the 
trappings of burgeoning mainstream success were visible. T-shirts cost a steep $27 and 
some guy from CFOX introduced the band, though to Kula Shaker’s credit free 
buttons were available after the show. Like Elvis Presley (and we were at Graceland, 
remember), Kula Shaker know how to build up audience anticipation by delaying the 
start of their show for no apparent reason. Beginning with a cover of the Beatles’ 
“Baby You're a Rich Man,” Kula Shaker tore through a very loud set. My ears were 
ringing 36 hours later—no doubt a combination of high decibels and shitty sound. 
Highlights included rippin’ versions of “Knight on the Town” and the ‘hit’ single “Hey 
Dude.” Notwithstanding the Eastern spiritual aspects of the show and the songs sung 
in Sanskrit, this is definitely a band with aspirations. Singer/guitarist Crispian Mills was 
particularly charismatic, and his tight white trousers and unfortunate haircut 
reminded me of a young Paul Weller, or even Rod Stewart. The band fed of Mills’ 
energy and built on his tangent. Rock star gestures abounded. The set was too short— 
maybe they don’t know enough songs yet. We were somewhat mollified by a longish 
encore that included a full-on version of “Govinda, " which Mills dedicated to 

“everyone who believes in the future.” 

The songs from Kula Shaker’s debut album, K, work well live. The band already 
seems to be used to being ‘big stars,’ and handled themselves as such, even at a 
smaller venue. Imperfect sound and a too-short set were shortcomings, but the people 
leaving Graceland that night seemed happy, perhaps smug in the knowledge that 
they'd seen one of rock's ‘next big things’ on a relatively small scale.
